In proof of thu great mid striking truih, no other ftrgument 
leqtuies to be oflered, than an immediate reference to the cxpe- 
rienoe of all ages and ^aoes. The vaiioiia nations of the 
earth, the pxivinoes of each nation, the towns, and even ^ 
villages of the same province, differ from each other in their 
accommodations, and are in every respect more flourishing and 
populous, the greater their activity in establishing new channels 
of industn,'. Successful exertions ^vc counige to the spirit of 
invention ; the sciences flourish ; and as tlie moral and physical 
powers of man increase, new methods of improvement become 
practicable, whidi hi an earlier state of socie^, would have 
appeared altogedier virionary. 

Who among the Andants would have listened to the otn- 

ordinary scheme of writing books with such rapidt^, diat one 
man by this new art should perform the work of twenty thou- 
sand amanuenses? — Wliat philosopher would have given credit 
to tlie daring project of navigating the widcist oceans ? — or 
imagined the astoni.sliiiig effects of gun-powder r — or even sus- 
pected tlie useful and extended jx^wers of the steam engine?— 
discoveries wiiich iiave changed tlie course of huuiiUi ailairSy 
and o( vA&dk die future effects 4»n Boucdy yet be conjectured I 
The men of tihose early ages, in the confidence of tiieir own 
wisdom, mi^t have derided them as impoesiUe, or ngecied 
diem as unnecessary : but to diose who enjoy the full efl^t of 
dMse and numerous other instances of successful invention, it 
surdiy becomes a duty to reason upon different principles, and 
to eiert all means in their power to give eflfect to the prc^^ress 
of improvement. To point out the causes which itnpede diis 
progress, and to invite the public to join in e^tually removing 
them, is the purpose of the present address. 
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The slowness with which impiovements of every land ipake 

their ^^'ay into common use, — and especially sucli improvements 
as are most calculated to be of general utility, — i.s vcr\' remark- 
able; and forms a striking contrast to the extreme avidity with 
which those unmeaning changes are adopted, which folly and 
caprice are cpntinually bringing foriii, and saiduig into the 
wnrid vm4/er the tiispioes of Mnon. On die first view of tiws 
sulyecl: it »9£e9iB very exjtraofdinaiy, tiiat any person should 
m^iBct, Of refine to f vijl lumadf ^ a pix^oeed in.V9)lioii or 
fiontimnce^ whidi is e?idently cdculated to ladlittte his labour, 
and increase his comforts ; — but when we reflect on iiie plywer 
of habit; and consider how difficult it is for a person even to 
perceive the imperfections of instruments to which lie has been 
accustomed from his early youth, our surpxise W^U be veiy 
much diminiafaed. 

Mtmy other circumstances are unfavourable to the introduc- 
Ijjpp of improvementi. The very propoed of any thing new 
cvries with it aomediing oflfenstve;— wvitiliing Uiat seems to 
imply superiori^; atid even that land of superiority precisely, 

to which mankind are least disposed to submit. There are few 
who do J3Qt leeL ashamed, and mortified, at being obliged. Ip 

learn any thing new, after they have for a long time been con- 
sidered, and been accusti)med to consider themselves, as pro- 
ficients in iJie business in which they are eiigasyed Their 
awkwardness in their new apprenticeship, more usjxicially 
when they are obliged to work witli tools witli wliich they 
ace not acquainted, tends much to Jmnue dieir dislike to the 
lescher «)dJiis doctrine^

To diese obstacles to die introductbn of new imppovementSr 
we may add die innumerable mistakes,— voluntary and invoIun>- 
taiyy— comnutled by wovkmen who aie employed in any business 
wbidi is new to diem» and which perhaps they neitiicr under- 
stand nor approve ; and, what b still more to be feared, diose 
alterations which workmen in general, and more especially 
those who pride thcm5?clvc$ on their ingenuit\ , have an irre- 
sistible propensity to make wlien they are emj loyed in executing 
any tiling that is new. — How many useful inventions have 
been brought into disrepute by alterations intended and an- 
nxnioed as improv e ment s It must be diowed also, that 
some cause for suspicion naturally arises, to manu&cturen^ 
and to die world at lai^gi^ from firequent instances of pretended 
inveotHxns, destitute of all res! value. 

Th^ who propose improvements are commonly suspected 

of being influenced by interested motives ; and this suspicion, 
which is often but too well founded, occasions little attention to 
be paid to such proposals, by the public. 

Not only suspicion, but jealousy and envy have too often 
didr dnre in obstructing the progress of hnprovement, and hi 
preventing the adoption of plans calculated to promote the 
public good. 

The most mentorious exertions in favour of the public pros- 
perity arc often viewed with suspicion ; and the fair fame that 
is derived from those exertions, with jealousy and envy : and 
many, %vlio have too much discernment not to perceive tlie 
merit of an undertaking evidently useful, and too mudi regard 
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for their reputation not to appear to approve of are yet very 
far Irom wishuig it success. 

TMs mdancholy truth is but too vrell known, and has more 
«flect in detemng sensible and well dispoeed persons fhxn 
ofiermg to the pubGc dieir plans for useful improvements, 
than all the trouble and diflScuIty that would attaid the escecu- 
tlou of tli6m« 

Tliese are the chief causes which prevent the advancement 
and reception of valuable inventions already made; and tiicy 
operate also against the production of siicli as might be made 
by ingenious men, if they were not discouraged by such impe- 
diments. But there is another serious obstacle, wliicli is pro- 
duced even by ^ flourishing condition cS society, resulting 
ttom those veiy iraprovements. From the subdivirion of 
labour which naturally'takes place where active industiy and 
the security of pro per ty are established, it happens that almost 
every man becomes confined to some appropriate oocupatioD; 
seldom regarding, or e\'en knowing wliat may be tlie processes 
or operations to which the material of his trade may be sub- 
jected, before or after it passes through his hands: still less does 
he know wliat is jxirfornied ia other brandies of trade and ma- 
nufacture. The acquisition of wealth almost totally engages the 
attention of bidividhials thus employed. Heno: those vain pre- 
tensions to superior e9tcellenoe;^tiiat scorn of improvement ; — 
because improvement supposes previous imperfection and 
diose oumest endeavours at secrecy and monopoly : in addtticn to 
wluGfo there is a natural fear risque, which deters moi firom 
cntning upon new undertakings^ of which they are not qualified 
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tofeim a judgment It cannot, thcrcfc^ie^ be wondered, that the 
generality of manufMtnmrs should posses neither die know- 
ledge, the inclination, nor the sjMrit to make improvements. 

Among the various ojxTators who take their stations in the 
great laboratory uf civil society, there arc oiiicrs who catuiot be 
classed either with manufiuturers or merchants, though they 
perform a great and vetj ewential part of the geneeal work. 
These men are PhUosophm, who have devoted themselves to 
the labour of obiervingr*«mpariq|^*--ea8tysing,r-4nvendt^. 
The movements of the universe, the relatioos and hafaitud« of 
men and of thingSir—oaines and effects,— motives and conse- 
quences, — are the powers on which they meditate for the deve- 
lopement of truth, by those remote analogies wliich escape the 
vulgar mind. It is the business of these philosophers to examine 
ever}' operation of natune or of art, and to establish general 
tlieorics for tl\e direction and coiiducting of future {processes. 
Invention seems to he pecutierij the provmce of the man of 
adenoe; Im ardour in die pursttit of truth is unreoutled; daaeoh 
veiy is lus harvest ; utHilyhts reward. YetitmaybedcManded 
whedmriiit nond and intdiectual habits are fvedsdy aucfa as 
anay be calculated to produce useful practical improvements. 
Detached, as he usually is, from tiie ordinary pursuits of life, 
little if at all accustomud to contemplate the scheme of profit 
and loss, — ^^vill he descend from tlie sublime general theories of 
gctence, and cuter into the detail of weight, measure, price, 
quality, or the individual properties of the mateiials, whicli must 
be precisely known before a chance of success can be gained It- 
Docs he know them ^-^will he beoome ^ opentthw artiit?«-i- 
or can he make advanaas of tUs mtim, if he do not ft—Axt

his motives and his powers equal to this task ? — Surely they aie 
not. — The practical knowledge, — the stimulus of interest, — 
and the capital of tiie manufacturer, are here wanting; while 
the manufacturer on his jvirt, is equally in want of the general 
informauon, and accurate reasoning of the man of science. 

There appear to be but three direct methods of dhmrashing 
these difficulties: i. To gpve pKmtums or prizes 
to the inventora. a. To gnnt tempoiazy monopofies. Ami, 
5. To direct die jKiblic attention to the arts, by an institution 

for dififusing the knowledge and facilitating tlie genersl intvo^ 
duction of useful mechanical inventions and improvements. The 

Jirsi already constitutes the object of a most respectable Societ}' ;* 
the second is already provided for l)y the law of tlie land ; and 
the tbird is now oiiered to the consideration of the public. 

The two chief purposes of the Royal Ihstitutiok, being the 
speedy and general dilRislon cf the knowkc^ of all near and 
useful impiovements, in whatever quarter of the world thejr may 
onginsie; snd teaching the application of soientilic (fisooverie^ 
to the improvement of arts and manufactures in thb country, 
and to the increase of domestic comfort and convenience; tiiese 
objects w ill constantly be had in view, not only in the arrange- 
ment and execution of the fdan, but also in the future manage* 
ment of the Institution. 

In the execution of tite plan tlie Managers liave purchased, 
with tiie apprabation of die Fn^itietors, a veiy spadous and

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oominodioas house in Albematle-street; where convenient and 
miy rooms will be prepared for the leceptum and public exht- 
bitton of all such new mechanicd inventioDS and improvementa, 
aa ahall be thought wor^ of die public notion and proper 
to be publicly exiHtrited ; and, more especially, of all such con- 
trivances as tend to increase the conveniences and comforts of 
hfe, to picMi.ote domestic economy, to improve taste, or to 
advance useful industry. 

The couipletest working models, or constructions of the full 
aixe, wiU be provided, and exhibited in difierent parts of this 
puUic repository, of all such new mechanical inventions as are 
api^icdile to die common purpoees of life. 

Every consideration uiutes m shewing how highly important 
it must be to the progress of real improvements, to iiave some 

general collcrtinn of useful mf^rlianical contrivance*;, con- 
stnictcd on the most approved principles, and l<ept constantly 
in actual use, to which application can be made, as to a standard ; 
in order to deteniiuie \'.liethi;r tha failure ot experimenUi be 
owing to errors in principle, or to ^ mistakes of woricmen 
employed In ^ construction, or to diose of the servants 
Intmsted with the management of the machineiy. 

How uaeTttl also would auch a repostliory be for funudiing 

models, and for giving instntrtic^n to artifioers who may be 

emjdoycd in imitating them I Workmen must sec what they 
are to imitate — !)are description will not suffice to give them 
ideas so precise as to prevent error in the execution of the 
work. 
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But this i.s also the case with mankind in general, and even 
with tiie best intbnncd : for, liow great i.s tliat effort of the imagi- 
nation whicii is necessary tu ibrm an adwjuatc idea of what we 
have not seen ! — Descriptions, though they be uiustrated by the 
best drawings, can give but very imperfect ideas of things ; and 
the impicsMons they leave axe funt and transitory, and eeldom 
exdteduitdeipms of ardour which ought to accompany the pur- 
auit of interesting impioveinents. SoinethiiigittnUf,andlaHi,g«i/^, 
u necessary to fix tlie attention, and determine the chdoe. 

This tacit recommendation from a respectable Public Institu- 
tion, where, tilings judged worthy of public notice, will be 
exposed to view, must evidently tend to produce the Ixappiesl 
eftects. The manufacturer, as well as the consumer, will 
become instructed as to tiic real \ aiue of new objects presented 
to view. The Managers of such an Dutitudon will he above all 
auapidon of i nte tea ted motives; ^r situation in life places them 
out of the nadi of the mean jealouflj of interested competition ; 
and if , oontniy to aU eqieotation, the eftela of prejudice diou^ 
in some respect or odier, be directed against their laudable exer- 
tioHK, a firm perseveranrc in thdr duties must at laagth remove 
that ignorance which alone can give them birth. 

An Institution of this nature, is jx^culiariy calculated to pro- 
duce tiiat unity of pursuit between manufacturers and men of 
adenc^ which is al^lutdy necessary for attaining perfection 
in die theoiy, as weU aa hi Ae iNRMliee of an the arts of civUized 
life; The philosopher will behold and ooniem|date prodi- 
ghxia number of tndy adentific experiments, whidi are houriy 
performed in the workshopa of ignorant men; and the artist, 

C 
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by being taught to sd/e the general outline and connexion of 
the manual operations l)y whicli he obt;iins his bread, may leam 
to sitnpiiiy his olten tedious processes, and give increased value 
to the product of his labours. 

The collection and exhibition of models and madunes, will 
be rendered more eflfectual in their consequences, by detafled 
accounts, or descriptions, illustnUed by oomct drawings. Ar- 
rangements will be niac?e, and correspondences established for 
obtaining the earliest and best information respecting every 
vahiable improvement which mrty be made either at home or in 
foreiiin countries. Visitations of manufactories, careful exami- 
nations of the processes of the arts, regular investigations, w ith 
accurate reports and registers of tiiose operations and proceed- 
ings wMch may constitute the objects of inquiry or inforantion, 
«i^,nodoid)t, a£S)cd very toterestingKsuilts. To this growing 
mass of instruction, the Managers mil add a libnoy of all ihe 
best treatises on the subjects for whidi ttiis Institution is estsb* 
lished, as well as those publications of academies, and journals 
of repute, ^yh^ch exhibit the Ixanaactions of mgeniouB men In 
every part of the world. 

In order to carry into effect the second object of the Institu- 
tion, namely, that of teaching ibe application of science to tbe 
useful purposes of life, a lecture-room will be fitted up for 
philosophical lectures and experiments; and a complete labo- 
ratovy, and philosophical apparatus, with iJie neceasaiy instni* 
ments for maldng chemical and phiioaqphical experiments: 
and men of the first eminence in sdeooe wOlbe engaged to 
officiafte in this essential department 
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It mav appear' necessary to give some statement or enume- 
ration of the several views to which the attention and the 
powers of tlii^i Institution will be directed. Such an enume- 
ration, if made with only a small degree of the precision to w lucii 
it is entitled, would grasp Rt onoe the whole extent and dispo- 
sitioii of natiaiial kidiutiy. That nun must hboitr tx his food, 
and defend lunudf from tiie mdemencies of the seasons^ — 
teem ii>e attacks of fierodoiis aiumals^-xsnd from the stilt more 
pemidous operations and influence of vice ui his feUow-crea- 
tures, arc inevitable decrees of Providence I— He must be nou> 
rished;— he must be clothed; — houses, — towns, — fortresses, 
— roads, — canals, — carriages, — ships, — instruments of manu- 
facture, — weapons of offence and defence, — the subdivision 
of labour, — commercial intercourse, — and jx>Iitical regulaUan 
—all tlicsc must be established. This ratnd association of 
woids and ideasjr— every one of wluch includes a science^ — 
for tfie supply and regulidiQn of things in the higiwst degree 
important to mui, may serve, in the present short outline, to 
lead the mind to some of tliose objects which, of necessity, must 
oonstitttte the pursuits of an institution establisbed for puiposes 
ao great and truly dignified. 

But though the extent and importance of the various depart- 
ments from wtiich the Institution may derive the means of dif- 
fuiiing ilie knowledge of vaiuabie improvements, and teachuig 
the appUcalian of sciaMse to the advancement of manufactures, 
are too great to admit of any comprehensive ennmentioii ; and 
though, from the Intimate connection of all the sevend sub- 
jects of art, it is at pKsent impoarible to gne an outline of 
that arrangement into which the communications of the seveml 
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lecturers must ulthnately be disposed; — it seenu, neverthdes^ 
expedient to state the leadbig topics ; vrith a view to assist the 
meditatkms of those who may be disposed to enter more minutely 
into die plan of operations to be adopted l»y this Institution. 

The machines and models will afford a perpetual source of 
instruction. The lectures will be more particularly useful to 
elucidate and apply those general principle?; whicli are only in 
part observable in pariicuLir structures. The first principles of 
meclianics will be exhibited, and explained in the simple engines 
called the mechanical powers; and totfiese wfll be refinted the 
prodigious variety of tools, implements, and ongpnies in common 
use, die cuiiosicy and value <ir vi^tich, as wett as the improve- 
ments they are capable of receiving, are but too frequently over- 
looked. Under this head will come the practical operations of 
various arts, and the mutual connection between the theory of 
mechanic.*?, and the experimental knowledge of the materials ; 
requisites, whicli do not often accompany eacii other, though of 
theutmast necessity. Under the division of General Mechanics, 
will be shewn the advantages we derive from those happy expe- 
dients which abridge the labour of roan in die culture of the 
ground,— die preparation of food and dothing,— by mills,— 
iootns^~-«nd other engines ; and die Improvements still poesible 
mthe wonderful arts of writmg and printing; die edicts ofvriiich 
arts have already carried the intellectual opeiations of socie^ toa 
hdg^t they could fay no odiermeans have adatned widiout dwm. 

The comprehensive .science of modem chcmistrv, will he 
taught and elucidated in the mcst simple and [xTspiouou-s 
manner. The processes of the laboratory wiU be employed to 
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disengage and exhibit those substinces wliicli, with regard 
to the present extent of uiu* knowledge, are cuivs.derecl us 
tlie elements of otiier bodies. Their compounds will be sliewn; 
and the lustoiy of their oannectkm trith die stnicture of the 
^eaxtb; and thdr apptication to useful purposes, will be ex- 
plained. Hus demaitary knowle^e, so deainUe» and even 
indispensBble, to die btdUlgent mapufacturer, will dien be 
connected with the great c^terattons of the arts. Tlie nature 
of soils, — the effects of tillage^ -<-of manures, — and of the 
air and water of the atmosphere, will also present themselves as 
subjects of research and elucidntion. From the first produce, 
or raw materials, we shall be led to the various processes 
tiiey are afterwards made to undergo, i'iie making of bread, 
— the brewing of beer, — the making of wiaie, and other fer- 
mented liquors; — the disdllation cf ardent spirit; — the pre- 
aewation of anmud and iwijetable substances used as foods 
-^lie extraction ofstarcfa,— farina^— sugar, — and other valuable 
aiddea from v^fetaUes^he maldng <^ butter and cheeae^— 
and numerous odwr art^ aUbrd proper subjects for inves- 
tigation; and are, no doubt, susceptible of very beneficial 
impiovements. 

Among the more elaborate arts, may be clas-^ed those of 
tanning, — dying, — callico-printiiig, — hieacliii)g, — uie fabrica- 
tion of pigments, — crayons, — inks, — varnisiiei, and the like; 
in many of whidi, very rapid advances have been lately made. 

The minnal products afford materials for arts, of the highest 
importance to bunuin socieQr. How much do our comfoats, 
and how gready docs die extent of our powers in mechanical 
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(^>^tions and comiiienaiil interaourae, depend upon the 
tenacity and hardness of steel, and its singular property of 
magnetism! The smelting of metallic ores, — the casting and 
compounding of metals, — the preparation of acids, and other 
useful salts ; — the indispensable articles of mortar, — cements, — 
bricks, — potter}', — glass, and enamel, will shew to what valuable 
purposes tlie crude minerals have been applied: and will bring 
to recollection, no inconsiderable number of beautiful inven- 
tioiis of our own time and country. 

From die vast fidd d individual operations, or aepuate 
manufiictoiies, the inquirer mil be led to other wotlcs of more 
general comuteratioin, which indude not only tlie objects of 
mechanics and chemistry, strictly taken, but likewise those of 
commercial operation, and political economy. Under this class 
of objects will be found, the structure of roads, — and forms 
of vehicles; — tlic establishment of c-anals; — the improvement 
of rivers, — harbours, — and coasts; the art of war — its engines, 
— materials, — and edihces ; and in particular, tliat first object 

of the dvil and mUitaiy enginuer,— Ae estioauile of mtund 
powers, or first movers ; namdy, animal atrengdir— wind,r— 
water,— steam, and other ebMic and exploaive aubatanoes. 
The metliods of detennining die magnitude of these foroes will 

be shewn, with thdr appliaition to mills and every other engine. 
The exhibition of woiiuog models, will particularly display the 
powers of hydraulic machines, and that strikingly uaeful i^pa- 
ratus, the steam-engine. 

But above all, we shall find our contemplations urged to the 
phenomena of light and beat ; tliose great powers which give 
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life and energy to the univa:^! — powers which, by the won- 
derful process of combustion, are placed under the command 
of human beings ; who, without their assistance, would not 
onlv be incapable of operating with effect on tlie materials 
around them, but could scarcely support their own existence. 
—But if it «hould be proved, as in fact it may, tliat in the 
applications of fire,— in the management of heat«— and in the 
pioduciioti of — we do not derive half the advantage 
from combustion, which might be obtained, it will readily be 
admitted, that these subjects must constitute a very important 
part of the useful Information to be conveyed in the Public 
Lectures of the Royal Institution. 

But in estimating the probable usefulness of this Institution, 
we must not forget the public advantages that will be derived 
from the general diffusion of a spirit of experimental investiga- 
tion and impiovement among the higher ranks of society. 

When die ridi shall take pteasure in oonlen^tmg and 
encouraging audi mechanical improVCTients as are really use- 
ful, good taste, with its inseparable companion, good morals, 
will revive rational economy will become fashionable : — 
industry and ingenuity will be lionoured and rewarded ; and 
tlie pursuits of all the various classes of society will then tend 
to promote the public prosperity.

Of the General Meetings of the Proprietors, md of the

Aet. 1. All General Meetings of the Propsrictors shall be held 
at the House of the Institudon ; and no General 

Meeting of tlie Proprietors shall be competent for the transac- 
tion or business, unless tbirUm or more of the Proprietors be 
present. 

Art. a. The President of the Institution, or, in case of his 
abaenoe, the senior VHce-Prendent then present, 
shall pred& at each General Meeting of die Ptopiietmis: but 
when, at such Meeting neither iStvt Rnesident, nor any of the 
Vice-Presidents are present the eldest of the ll^uiagen shall 
preside; and if no Manager be present, the eldest of the Visitors 
present, (seniority being always reckoned according to the. 
order in which tlieir respective names stand in the Charter, or 
shall hereafter stand in the lists,) shall preside; but if no Ma- 
nager or Visitor be present, in that case, tlie Ciiairmaii of tljc

ART.ji. The Minutes of the Transactians, at every General 
Meeting of the Froprietxns, are to be entersd 
during die pngrsss of. the business in a Book to be kqiC for 
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lhat purpMe; which Minutes, bo entered* must be publidj 

signed by the President, or Chairman of &e Meedng^ before 
the Meeting is dissolved. 

Art. 4. The Minutes of the Prtx-eedings at each General 
Meotinsi i^f the Froj-triL'tors, are to be entered in the 
Minute Book, by the Svuetai y ; or, in case of liis absence, by 
some other person, being a Proprietor, whom the President, or 
Chairman of the Meeting, shall name, to act in the place of the 
Secretaiy <m such occasion. 

Art. p. The Minutes of the Proceedings of each General 
Meeting of the Proprietors, after they shall have 
been fairly entered in the Minute Book, and sr[^icd by the Pre- 
sident or Chairman of" the Met'ting, iniib.t also be signed by the 
Secretary, or by the person appointed to act in his stead. 

Art. 6. VIHieneTef, at a Genoal Meeting of the PrDiNrtet<»s, 
the votes fiv and a^tnst a questim proposed, sfaaD^ 
on the scrutiny, be found to be equal, in case the question does 
not rdate to an dection, the Pkesidcnt or Chairman shall have 
a double vote; but if such question be a question of election, in 
tint case it shall be decided by lots, and agreeably to the fimns 
prescrilied in the Bye-iiaws. 

Art. 7. When the business for which a General Meeting of 
the Proprietors is called, cannot be finisiied in the 
course of the day on which the Meeting is held, the Meeting is 
to be adjourned to the following day, or to the next day proper 
for holding such Meeting; and svdi Meetinga are to continue 
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to be held from dty to day, until the burinett for which the 
Meeting was assembled, shall be completed. 

Art. 8. Notice of all S|>ecial General Meetings of the Pro- 
prietors is to be given in }>riiiled Letters, sent to 
each of them by the Secretary, at least ctgbt days before the 
Meeting ; and in tliis notice the objectii of the Meeting are to 
be dearly expressed. 

Art. ^ Printed notioes of the Annual Meelii^ of the Fhv 
prieton, are to be sent by the Secretaiy to all the 
Proprietors, ^bt days at least before such Meeting ; and each 
of these notices is to be aooimpanied by a printed Alphabetical 
List of the Proprietors ; in wliich Lists the Public Offices of the 
Institution, which are, or liave been held by each Proprietor, 
must he marked opposite to his name in a suitable abbre- 
viation. 

Art. lo. No Special General Meeting of the Proprietors 
can be held unless by order 0/ the Managecsy— 
by ordor of the Visitors,— or by order of die Rresident erf the 
Institution, — or in consequence of a requisition in writing, 
addressed to the President, or, in case of his absence, to one of 
the Vice-Presidents, signed by eleven Proprietors, and express- 
ing fully and distinctly, the nature of the business intended to 
be brought forward at such Special Meeting. 

Art. 11. It is the duty of the Managers to recommend 
amiually todie Proprieuns at their Annual Meet- 
ings, sudi person fw electioii as President, and sudi persons 
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for election to the places of Managers which become vacant, 
in rotation, as thej shall think best qualified to fill those places, 
and most likely to promote the intcrest.s of the Institution ; and 
also, to recommend to (he Proprietors such person for election 
as Secretary for tlie ensuing year, as they shall think most 
fitting for that office. It is also the duty of the Committee of 
Vinton annually to recommend to the Proprietors, at tJidr 
Annual Meetings, such persons for election, to fill tlie places of

Art. 1. The Managers ahdll cause a Repository to be formed 
bk dte Home of llio Imrtitiitiaii, oonttinii^ Mbddi 
oT such new and tueittl Madunce, and MedanicBl Inv«ntioM 
and ContrivHnoes, as shall, from time to time, be invented 
and dbooveml; and such Modds shall always, in as fiur as 
it shall be found praolioable, be shown m aeUont or in actual 
use. • • 

Art. 2. Tile M;inagers siiall take the pro]x?r iiieasun's ^or 
procuritiiT the earliest notice of such useful Mecha- 
nical Inventions and ImjHOvements as shall be macle in foreign 
Countries, and 'for procuring or preparing Modds of diem, and 
exlAiitiiig them in the Repositcty of the Inst i t u tion. 

Art. 3. The Mani^ers shalt cause a complete Chenrieal 
Laboratoty to be Tormed, and furnished with the 
Aeoeasary utenails and nataiials, in the House of tlie Institu- 
tion ; and they shall en^ge an able Chemist, as Professor of 
Chemistry to the Institution, who is to officiate in tlie said La- 
borator}', and to read annually one or more public Courses of 
Chemical Lectures in the Institution: he is also to make, and 
superintend, all such particular Chemical Experiments as the 
MuMgers may, from time to time, direct to be made ; and give 
6|s aasistanoe to all audi Conmiitlees, appointed by the Mana^ 
gem ka tfie pofpose of specific scientific investigations, as may

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wpmt his aid, or stand in need of the use of die Loboratoiy in 
the pmecudon of their inquirice. 

Art. 4. The Managers shall cause a spacious and convenient 
Lecture Room, or Sciendiic Theatre, to be con- 
sti'uctcd at the Hou^e of the Institution, for Lectures in Nuiural 
FliikMophy, and Chemistry, together widi a complete Apparatus 
fat Philoeophical Experiments. 

A&T. 5. The Mnu^gen ahdl take care to engp^ luHable 
penooe as Professors, and Lecturen, and to cause 
Courses of Lectures in Experimental Philosophy, and on the 
Philosophira] Principles of the Mechanic Arts and ManufiM}- 
tures, to be given anauaUy, or oftener, at the Instkution. 

Art. ti. ilie Managers are responsible to tlie Proprietors, 
that no sulijecli be intraduoed at the Lecttnes of the 
Boyd Institution but sudi as are oonnecled with the objects of 
the bistitution; and pattictdazly that no political sul^ject be

SECTION XX. 

Of the Common Seal, and of Deeds. 

Art. 1. The CSommon Seal of the In.^titution shall be kept 

in an Iron Chest, having tiuo Locks, witli four 
Keys ; and these Keys shall be kept, — one by the President, 
or in his absence by one of the Vice-Presidents — one by a 
Manager appointed by the Committee of ManaEi:ers! to that 
trust — one by the Treasurer, — aiid tiie other by die iSecretary. 

Art. a. When any person holdii^ one <^ the before moi- 
tioned K^s, leaves his Residence in the Metropolis

Art. I. One moiety of the amount of the sums subscribed and 
paid by the Proprietors of tlie Institution, as their 
qualifications at their admission, 2>haU be vested in tJie Public 
Funds^— or in other Parliamentary Securities, — ^in real securi* 
ties,— or in die purdiaae of freeliald or leaselK^ j^perty, in 
order to form a Fund for die future mdntenanoc of die Insti- 
tution; no monies, however, belonging to the Institution are to 
lie vested in real securities, or in the purdiasc of freehold or 
leasehold property, without the consent of the Pn>parietQrs« 
obtsuned at a General Meeting of the lYoprietors. 

Art. 2. The residue of the Rents, Revenues, and Income of 
the Institution is to be laid out and employed by

Secondly, bi the pKyineiit of tihe aahries and wages of thfe 
peraoos QsoeswrUy cnqdojed* with salaries and wages» in the 
business of ihe Institution ; and in defraying the ncoesssiy 
incidental Expcnces of ^ House and EstaliJisIunait. 

Thirdly, In the purchase of Philosophical Apparatus, and in 
constructing and purchasing Models and Machinery for the 
Repository. 

FaurOdy, In printing die' Journals of die Insdtutioni, and in 
imicbasing Ibrngn aiil ddmesdc Jouraels^ end odicr scientific 
I^falicatkna^ for the use of the lifanoies and Beading Rooms 
of the Institution. 

AnT.'g. All monies, the property of the Corporation, in the 

hands or account of the Trea<^urcr, which shall not, 
in the opinion of tlie Managers, be ^vanted iur defraying the cur- 
rent and probaUe expences of the Institution, shall, from time to 
time, be vested by the Managers in Parliamentaiy Securities.
